A VILLAINOUS AND DANGEZROUS

SCHKEME.
Tue last and most fatal blow at self-govern.
ment in the city of Philad-lphia is about to
be struck by a band of corrupt legislators
at Hurrisburg! The reso'n‘ions ad.pted by
the Republican State Committes on ths 15th
iustant, which were pnblished in” the TeLe-
anars of yesterday, dirset public atteation te
the magnitnde and danger of this scheme,
but eurpest'y as they denounce it, they do
no! fully portray the lepgth snd braudth of
ita iniquity, nor the extent of the perils
which at this moment wenace the tax-
payers of this onhoppy commnnity. For
some weeks past ramors have been in cironla-
tion that vousua'ly infumons and villainous
legislation mppertaining to Phi'adelphia was
confemp'ated at the present sess on by a ring
of effilisted D mocratic and Respablican
members of the House and Senate; but it is
ouly within a fow days past that the real
character and hideons enorm'ty of this
sohewe have been clearly exposed. Republican
ascendancy in Philadelphia is to be threatened
at the most vital points; the control of our
cilizens over their most important local
affairs is to be taken from them; and a syatem
of wholesalo robbery and plander, fashioned
after that which makes New York the most
terribly misgoverned and oppressed oity in
the world, is to be fastened as a perpetually
galling yoke upon the necks of the tax.payers
of Philudelphia, Tbe scheme has even &
deeper scope than this, for as the New York
adepls 1. the art of plunder are
the active agents in engineering it, so they
aro to transfer ready-made all the muchinery
by which they extract the life-blood frown
New York; and they will be false to all their
iustinots if they do not exact, in turn, a share
of the profitls wrung from our eppressed
municipality. The agencies whereby the
oitizens of New York are p'undered are
manifold, and one of the most promi-
mont is the affilistion of ocorrapt Re-
publican leaders with &h: ohiels of
Teammany Hall; aed this i« the
under'yng idea of the scheme which it is
proposed to extend to Philade'phia by the
oreation of a Higbhway Commission, a Gas
Oomwission, a Water Oommission, and a Tax
Oommission for this city, Each of these de-
partments, under the existing arrangements,
is at onoe under the ¢ontro! of the Repablican
party, and, to a great extent, under the con-
trol of the people. If the proposed new law
is adopted, however, the people of Philadel-
phia will at onoe lose all power over their
highway, gas, water, and tax-nssessing autho-
ritios, and this power will be transferred to
oliques of confederated tyrants, who will act
on many points, in barmony with the De
mooraoy, if not in their direct interest. To
offeot this end Tammany Hall bas raised a
corruption ‘und to buy outright some Repub-
lican members of the Legislature, and asa
further bribe, some of their partioular
friends are to be placed on the different
ocommissions; und, subsequently, tribute is
to be levied forever, from the oity, to fill the
coffers of these cuwning cormorants, their
suoceasors, and their parlisan friends and
favorites.

Thero was & time when government was
supposed to be for the beuefit of the
peop'e, but nowadeys there is a oonstant
tendenoy to convert governments into mere
engines of oxtortion for the eurichment of
partisan loadors. Nowhere has such a fearfal

illustration of this tendenocy been given ad in
New York city, and yol, instead of sedulously
shonning the evils made manifest by daily ox-
posnres in Noew York journals, faithless legis.
Jators are on the point of inflisting them on
this community. The disclosure of smoh
 design should incite the most vigorous and
imperative remonstrances from every faith.
ful Republican in Philadeiphia and in other
portions of this Commonwealth, as well as
from every cilizen who has nol lost all faith
in local self.government. The peril is great
and imminent, All Demoocratic members at
Harrisburg are said to be committed to the
proposed project; several Republicans are
also inclined to support it; and it will reqnire
resolute and determined efforts to defeat the
most f{lagrant and dangerous scheme ever
conceived in the brains of the robbera of the
people.

THE ROBBINS DIVOROCE CASE.
Tur divorce case of Robbins va. Robbins,
which bas been on trial before Judge Peirce
in the Court of Common Pleas during the
past two weeks, was oonoluded yesterday by
the jury rendering a verdict in favor of the
respondent. This verdiot has been antici-
pated by all who have carefully read the evi-
dence produced on both sides and the admi-
rable summing up of the case made by Judge
Peirce in his charge to the jary. Mrs, Rob-
bins is legally and morally acquitted of the
soandalous charges made against her, but
neither the verdiot of the jury nor the sym-
pathy of all decent men and women in the
community can recompense her for the suffer-
ings she must have endured previons to and
during the progress of the trial. She was
charged with most degrading offenses,
and witnesses of the most degraded
description were placed one  after
another upon the witness stand to swear her
charaoter away. The atory they told, how-
ever, was too systematioally straightforward
to stand the testa of oross-examination and
rebuttal, and long before the end of the trial
it was perfectly evident that Mrs. Robbins
was the victim of a vile conspiracy, the head
and front of whioh was the man who had
promised at the altar to love, cherish, and pro-
tect her. A more utterly disgraceful trial
than this has never taken place in this cily,
and its result should have the effeot of banish-
ing forever from the society of decent people
the man who caused it to take place. Rob-
bins being tired of his wife—for he cannot be
credited with being the victim of even so
mean A passion as jealonsy-—seems to have
deliberately p'anned to get rid of her by
trumping up the vilest accusation a husband
can bring against his wife,

The witnesses upon whom he chiefly relied
to sustain his accusation are persons who
would not be entitled to belief unless their
testimony was strongly corroborated, and
complete as was the disgusting stery told by
these people, all appearance of trath van-
ished from il when the witnessea for the
respondent gave their version of the affair,
The acousation against Mrs. Robbins was not
sustained in one single point, but the case of
the libellant rested entirely upon exaggera-
tions of words and actions wholly innoocent,
and wupon a mass of fabrioation was
evidently invented, and witnesses em-
ployed who were ready to swear to them
as faota for a consideration. Omne of the wit-
nesses was foroed to confess himself a per-
jurer, while the majority of the others were
clearly shown to be so.

T'he oharge of Judge Peirce to the jury was
as jmpartial & summing up of the case as
could bave beon made, but it was impossible
for the Judge, even if he desired to, to ocon-
ceal his opinion that Mrs. Robbins was clearly
entitled to a verdiot, and that mo ground
whatever bad been left for the libellant to
stand upon. The Judge balanced the evi-
dence on both sides, and gave every point
due consideration, and the only possible re-
sult of this method of treating it was to make
the charge the strongest argument for Mrs,
Hobbins that could have been mage.

Mrs. Robbins has established her inno-
cence, but nothing can compensate her for
the outrage doue her in being obliged to sub-
mit tosuch acousations as were brought against
ber, to the defence of her character in a long
and tedious trial, exposed to the gaze and
comments of hundreds of spestators, and all
the sufferings which a lady must endure
under such circumstances. Bho praoctically
has no remedy for the great wrongs she
has endured, but the people of Philadelphia
owe it to her, to themselves, and to the
cause of public decenoy, to make Mr, Robbins
feel the weight of their indignation. He
should be made to understand by the plainly
expressed contempt of his fellow-citizens
that men oannot perpetrate suoch outrages as
he has been guilty of with impunity, and if
be cannot be made to suffer any legal punish-
went, be oan at least be made to feel that
Philadelphia will not be a desirable place of
residence in the future.

Anoxc the list of special bills introduced
yesterday in the Legislature was one by
Mr. Nagle, in the House ef Iepresenta-
tives, authorizing the Philadelphia Poly-
teehnic University to issne $500,000 worth
of stoek, to borrow $2050,000, and to oonsti-
tute themselves a board of underwriters, with
a view of protecting the lives and property of
orews and passengers on board vessels, The
most that is generally known about the Phila-
delphia Polytechnic University is that the
oourts have decided that it has no right to
the name It bears, but adwitting that its
nawe is all right, it is difloult to understand
how such an institution will perform its le-
gitimate funotions by aoting as a board of
underwriters. Buoh & board, before it ob-
tains such privileges a4 are wocorded in Mr.

THR OITY TRUSTS.

Fon the first time in the history of the ocity
the publio have now presented to them, in &
c'ear, explicit, and econvenient form. a his-
tory of the warious trust funds held by the
eity, s statement of how the funds have been
used in the past, and a plain exhibit of their

t standing. This doonment is the re-
sult of the labors of & special committes ap-
pointed on the 25th of February last by the
Board of Directors of City Trusts for this
special service. The coramittes oconsisted of
Messrs, Edward King, Guatavus 8. Benson,
and Oharles H, T, Collis. These gentlemen
bave labored faithfully for one year, and
bave examined thoronghty all the laws, wills,
and doonments connected with the various
trusts, The report is a voluminons document,
and gives all the information which is at all
necessary, or, in fact, which it was possible to
obtain. To the exertions of Mr, Oharles H.
T, Collis is due entirely the exiatence of the
report in this desirable form, and the thanks
of all who are at all interested in such mat-
ters are certainly daoe him. With this infor-
mation, whioh heretofors it has actually
been impossible to obtain, the private citizen
can now judge nnderstandingly of the work-
ings of the new Board of Trusts, and abuses
which were the order under the old arrange-
ment can no more exist. The fair and open
gtatement invites examination, and this in
itself is m mure guarantee of a more satisfac-
tory administration. The report gives the
figures, principal and interest, for each trust
in detail, and the expenditures in a like man-
ner., It is printed in a distinot and neat
form, for future reference, and is invaluable,

THE NEW FRENCH GOVERNMENT.
Tux cable despatches forwarded last night
from France state that the delegates to the
new Assembly will probably form a Provi-
sional Republio, with M. Thiers as President,
This Nestor of French politics is the ablest
statesman in that wnhappy country, and
almost the only prominent oitizen she pos-
sesses who has had the courage and sagacity
to discern and proolaim important truths at
many critical periods during the last thirty
or forty years, During a portion of Lonis
Philippe's reign he practically ruled
France; during Louis Napoleon's ecareer
a8 President he led the opposition;
after the Empire was proclaimed he detected,
exposed, and denounced ils blunders; when
war wiaa declared last year against Prussia, he
warned his conntrymen that t-ey were not
prepared for the contest they were provoking;
when the Empire was overlhrown, he bog-
ged, but in wain, for the establishment, by
constitutional meavs, of a constitutional Gov-
ernment on its ruins, instead of a revola-
tionary Provisional Government; and yet
afrer the Favre-Troohun-Rochefort organization
was installed in power, he did what he counld
to relieve his distracted conntry, These are
no slight recommendations, and the probable
elevation of M. Thiers is a good augury for
France in every aspecl except one, viz., he is
commonly believed to be a deveted adherent
of the Orleans dynasiy, and he may so use
his temporary power as to eatablish that
dynasty on the French throne., If he is now
animated by the honorable ambition of act-
ing as the first of a long line of presidents of
a bona fide T'rench republie, he may render
incalculable service to his country, if he in-
tends to act mercly as the catspaw of Lonis
Philippe's descendants, he may do more harm
than good.

Toe American Steamship Company is so
near being fairly in a position to commence
practical operations, that it is to be hoped a
last final effort will have the effeot of making
the enterprise a complete success. Bonds to
the amount of #1,100,000 have already been
taken by eorporations eand individuals, leay-
ing only the cowparatively small sum of
$400,000 yet to be rsised. With this money
in hand, tae company will be enabled imme-
diately to commence the construction of its
vessels, and considering the wvast import-
ance of the proposed line, the amount ought
to be obtained without serious diffculty,
These bonds, it should be remembered, are
indorsed by the Pennsylvania Railroad Com-
pany, and are as good investments as any class
of seourities in the market.
